BRITISH KAST COAST PORT 
— "The toughest Job In the 
navy," they call It, and having been 
on a North sea night patrol and 
a 4-hour convoy trip In tow of 
armed 
trawlers, I'm inclined 
to 
agree. 
Aa In the las! war, these sturdy 
fishing vessels were taken over by 
the admiralty soon after the out­ 
break of war. Night and day they 
buck the storms and tides of the 
island’s coastal waters, petroling 
for eubmarlnes, 
intercepting 
E- 
boats or fighting off dive bombers 
which prey on coastwise shipping. 
Crews are drawn partly from 
the hardy men who in peacetime 
Uke these ships as far aa Iceland 
On weeka-long fishing trips. This 
grim life is nothing new for them. 
Tucked away somewhere under the 
depth charge racks In th* stern on 
moat of tl\ese trawlers you can find 
a length 'o f fishline and a few 
hooks, kept handy for us* In a 
spare moment. 
But there Is variety in the per­ 
sonnel. 
With 
the 
hardy 
sailors 
serve men from many different 
callings and from all parts of the 
empire. Dock workers, deep sea men 
who have covered the world on 
freighters or liners and are well 
acquainted with North American 
ports, office workers, boys from 
farina, ail meet in these ships. 
M 
ANY sr* Royal naval rsssrv# 
or volunteer reserve men who 
were called up when th* need 
arose. O theri have Joined for “boa* 
untie* only", having chosen th* 
navy instead of th* army when 
they volunteered or were drafted. 
They’re rough and tough, these 
men, and they have to be. There Is 
no heel-clicking and deck polishing 
on these ships. Regulation uniforms 
are only worn ashore. Aboard Ifs 
rubber ImhH*, mufflers, sweaters 
and the heavy navy "parka" coats. 
“But you couldn't want better, 
hearted, more willing fellows," the 
officers say. These men ar* th* 
"traw ler 
navy", 
with a special 
pride of their own. 
When a man is killed on these 
ships his kit is auctioned off. Often 
his mates, none too well paid, will 
bld a pound for articles worth only 
a few shillings, just to help tbs 
victim’s family. 
Officer* hold the rank of non­ 
tenant or sublieutenant. Home of 
them hold tickets in the merchant 
marine. A good percentage of them 
were peacetim e yachting enthusi­ 
asts who. following short courses 
to fit them for the work. have 
found their place iu the antl-svb- 
marlne patrol. 


JN AN admiralty trawler which

took me on a convoy. I found 
Lieut. Claud* L. Campbell, high 
school teacher of Victoria, B. C., 
who gained his sea experience in

"We usually get a bomb or two 
at dusk or dawn,” I was told. "But 
the channel convoy la the one for 
action. We were In the convoy 
which got tho first taste of E-bo4U* 
and Big Berthas shelling. Later 
they dive-bombed us sad machine 
gunned us to try and flntsh the 
job. We lost some ships that trip, 
but we bagged a couple of plane*, 
too." 
“The crosa-channel shelling ta ox- 
citing, but It does little damage. 
Sometimes the shells fall close, but 
we look on it as more of a gesture 
than anything." 
Nearly all of these trawlers can 
show the marks of bullets or splin­ 
ters.

th# "pigeon protection" bill 
of Dr. Joseph L. Pfeifer. Brooklyn 
congressman, medico and fancier, 
probably is going to have a lot 
more chance of consideration than 
its has had in recent sessions. 
The news is that the U. 8. signal 
corps is Interesting itself In the 
registration (for possible use In 
defense emergency) of th* coun­ 
try's trained tunning pigeons. The 
signal corps has dispatch riders, 
telephone and telegraph lines, wire­ 
less and radio, but when all lines 
are out, the circuits dead, and rid­ 
ers can't get through, there's noth­ 
ing to handy. It seems, as a homer 
that can wing its way back to 
headquarters. 
Th* atgnal corps hat pigeon*— 
lots of them — but a* a means of 
building a reserve 
supply, 
th* 
corp* plans to ask all private fan­ 
ciers to register their loft*. 
This 
way, th* army figures. It could. 
ta an emergency, get about 60.000 
trained pigeons in no tim* al all. 
Stories keep drifting in from 
England about th* us* of borning 
pigeons In th* present war, partic­ 
ularly In getting Information back 
from the continent, where It is 
reported Great Britain has an elab­ 
orate spy system, shitted by thou­ 
sands of persons In German-con­ 
trolled territory. 
There hat been eorne talk In 
army circles that carriers may be 
supplied to these spies in para­ 
chute eagle.

Passive Belligerency Persists As Roosevelt Tries To Fight Fire With Fire 
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When Gamblers Fleece Them

already hav* been trained to do 
their raUe-a-minutc stint at night, 
a feat which the signal corps of 
other wars would have considered 
impossible.

K ’EVER having become more ta- 
IT miliar with pigeons than in 
making the acquaintance you strike 
up feeding them orumbs around the 
Whit* House and state department 
bonding, I had a lot to learn. For 
example, the legband which homer* 
carry through lite I* placed on 
them when they ar* less than a 
week old. 
When they are a month old, 
training starts and In another two 
weeks the message capsules are 
attached to their legs and stay 
there from that time on. Carriers 
■tart racing before they *r* a year 
old and their usefulness extends 
to varying periods. Th# average ie 
about eight yeare. 
Eight years is mer* infancy how­ 
ever. to the arm y's most famous 
pigeon. H e's ’T h e K aiser” 
and 
probably the only carrier veteran 
of th* World war alive today. 
He got his name when American 
troop* picked him up on a battle­ 
field where he had been left by re­ 
treating Germans. Th# leg-hand he 
•till wear* bear* th* teal of th* 
Imperial German army. "Th* Kais­ 
er" no longer file*, of course, but 
that doesn’t keep bim from being 
the most popular tenant of tbs 
lofts a t Monmouth.

United States a belligerent, a non­ 
belligerent, o r Is It a neutral? 
United States News, seeking an 
answer, 
presents 
the composite 
viewpoint of a number Of official 
sources ta Washington In It* cur­ 
rent issue as follows: 
THE United States no longer is 
neutral, 
lf G e r m a n y had 
wanted to regard transfer of fight­ 
ing ships to tbe British navy as 
an act of belligerency. It would 
have been within Us rights. 
Th* 
■ame applies to transfer of rifles, 
revolvers, 
machine 
guns, 
tanks 
and the fact Great Britain Is get­ 
ting th* bulk of tbe fighting air­

the 
United States. 
The possibility of neutrality la 
ruled out further by the Presi­ 
dent’s proposal to rush construc­ 
tion of ships for Britain and his! 
declaration about turning U. S.:

Clearly, the United 
States has abandoned neutrality. 
"Even 
so," 
declares 
United 
States News, "there is no lnten-i 
tIon of this government to declare 
war on Germany. President Roose­ 
velt Insists there would be no war

Germany 
unilaterally 
should say that war did exist." 
Explanation 
for 
this 
attitude. 
United States News continues, is 
that Washington Is taking a les­ 
son from the aggressor nations. 
which regard fighting as only one 
way of waging war. 
It is, In fact, 
almost a minor method In tbe war 


so far. 
There was relatively little 
bloodshed ta Poland. France and 
Norway. In Great Britain, further­ 
more, It Is safer to be a soldier 
than a civilian. 
"The technique of tbe conquer 
ors can be used by the United 
States as well, lf there la the 
necessary skill and power in the 
hands of the executive," Ie the 
summation of United States News. 
"President Roosevelt I* confident 
of the skill and now la seeking 
the power in bls lease-lend bill In 
congress. 
The intent Is to m ike 
of tbs United State* a non-fighting 
belligerent, a passive' belligerent ’’ 
ROLE of th* United States a* 
a "passive” belligerent would 
be to checkmate the conquerors 
and supply those who are fighting 
them—G reat Britain and China. It 
would be. in short, a role of pro­ 
longing the war to avert victory 
by the stronger eld*—th# totalita­ 
rian trio of Germany, Italy and 
Japan. 
If Britain collapses, th«n war 
to ald Britain will bs out of the 
question. 
If Britain stand*, then 
there will be a possibility of help­ 
ing to upset Germany, though not 
necessarily by Invasion. 
Defeat 
of 
Britain, 
explains 
United S tates News, would find 
the United States taking all Atlan­ 
tic bases that might be used as 
Jumplng-off places for attack upon 
this country and giving supplies 
to British forces around the world 
that would continue to resist the 
Nasi effort to eelse control of tbe 
seas. 
"In all of this." the analysis 
made by United States concludes,

HE FACT that limousines are provided for the 
, free transportation of customers to and from 
gambling joints outside New Orleans is deemed 
worthy of mention by one of the press associations 
aa it It was something new and unusual. But it is 
very old stuff, indeed. 
Ever ainee we can remember, it has been the 
practice of gambling establishments located any dis­ 
tance from the main thoroughfares of a community 
to tender customers the convenience of free rides 
going and coming. Indeed, it seems to us that this 
is about the last courtesy that remain^ in connec­ 
tion with these establishments, which once oper- 
•ted on the principle that graciousness to the cus­ 
tomer should be tbe first consideration. 
They used to endeavor to make It a privilege 
and a pleasure for a guy to blow his dough. In the 
high class spots, the gaming rooms were thickly 
carpeted and ornately furnished and the attendants 
were aoft of foot and low of voice. The manager 
was usually * gentleman of courtly manner. He 
could make a delightful little ceremony of that in­ 
terview in his office with the customer who had 
been knocked off for his ready and was requesting 
credit. There was never any offense in the mana­ 
ger’s voice as he gently Inquired: 
"And how far do you want to go, Mr. B ?" 


"PHE MANAGER and all the other attaches of the 
old time gambling establishments of tone and 
class usually referred to the customer by his initials, 
thus preserving the anonymity that customers of 
such places generally preferred. We never saw one 
of those managers shaken from his unctuous calin 
but once. That wa* one night In Newport. 
A customer who was seeking credit replied to the 
stock query as to how far he wanted to go by ask­ 
ing: "Well, how far do you want to go?" 
There are not many gambling establishments now­ 
adays that preserve any of the old-time atmosphere, 
though there are some that are Just as elaborate. 
Most of them are conducted In connection with 
night chibs and the customer bas to pay for hts 
refreshments, win. lose or draw*, whereas In the old 
days they wined and dined you magnificently and 
gratis, if you w'ere a customer of consequence. 
Even In the old honky-tonk gambling deadfalls 
they gave you a free dram now and then, possibly 
on the theory that It would keep you encouraged in 
the belief that you still had a chance to beat the 
gaming proposition that was engaging your atten­ 
tion. 


U 
’E ALWAYS thought the stuss operators of the 
lower east side In New York had a fine philan­ 
thropic Idea In the payment of what Is known as 
vigeresch (we do not vouch for the spelling) to 
losers. Stuss Is something like faro. The operators 
used to return a certain percentage of a customer’s 
losses. Thus a customer never quit a stuss game 
completely busted. 
We wish they would apply that Idea to the race 
tracks, or at least do aa much for a loser as the 
fellow who used to run the track in St. Louis that 
ground along so late In the year that It sometimes 
came up snow and who one day encountered a 
busted tout at the outer gates eating a snowball 
and crying as if his heart would break. 
“Why are you eating that snowball?" Inquired 
tbe track operator.

Y.M.C.A. Shrine Destroyed 
■JLTEW YORK—The historic room 
IN tu St. Paul’* church yard where 
the Young Men's Christian Associ­ 
ation was founded nearly IOO years 
ago has been destroyed completely 
by fire r e s u l t s from the bombing 
of London, national Y M C A . offi­ 
cials have announced here. 
Named after the late Sir George 
William*, founder of th# Y.M.C.A., 
th* room was in a row of seven 
buildings burned to ashes. Original­ 
ly it was a bedroom occupied by 
W illiams and four other employes 
of a drapery establishment. The 
Y.M.C.A. was organlied there by 
Williams and his friends June 8, 
1844. 
Because they were shocked by 
the unhealthful social conditions 
that followed th* industrial revolu­ 
tion ta Ragland. Williams and some 
associates 
determined 
to 
help 
young mea make better use of 
their leisure time. Williams died In 
1905. 
after seeing the Y.M.CJl.

Powdered sugar bas a ten­ 
dency to stick to the lins and sift down over the 
clothing In a telltale manner, also. 
White sugar is an improvement over powdered 
sugar In these respects and la the best of the three 
Bugara for left and right-handed eating because its 
sweetness is concentrated. It Is especially good 
when it has been pressed Into lumps, which can 
he carried in the pocket and sucked at leisure. 
White sugar when eaten loose by means of a spoon 
spills on the floor and is detected immediately by 
both sight and sound. 
Brown sugar is kept on hand for off-the-heaten* 
path uaes. such as making goo for cinnamoa rolls, 
running up a bath of syrup on short order and 
sprinkling on fried mush. It has a habit of form.

House wives 
have adopted the custom of keeping brow* sugar 
In the refrigerator to overcome its lumpiness, but 
without success, except that being In sight When 
the refrigerator is raided the brown sugpr la brought 
to attention more often.

the fact It tends to be taken fog granted. No on* 
would think of getting excited over a alp of sugar 
water any more, but not *o many years ego it 
was considered good for a lot of thing* that ailed 
man and beast. The notion still persists that e 
bit# of sugar never hurt anyone, unless forbidden 
by The doctor for a special reason, which accounts 
for the fact that sugar steadily disappear* from 
its various containers, particularly the one on the 
breakfast table which is always empty when It is 
time to sweeten the breakfast food.

‘Robot Brain’ At City Building 
Controls Downtown Traffie 


Four small wheels spin continuously In a cubbyhole room In the 
basement of the city hall—and their revolutions control the travel of 
the thousands of autos that stream through downtown East Liverpool 
svery day. 
The wheels are the brains of the city's ll business district traffic 
lights, automatically controlling +------------------ ------------------------------ 
the red, amber and green signals. 
Let’s take a look into this little 
roojn, behind a green windowless 
door labeled "traffic control.” a 
room whose existence is unknown 
to the vast majority of motorists 
whom it bosses. 
You don't see much at first In 
its 
seven-by-five-foot area. Just 
two cast iron boxes on the wall, 
flanked by some electrical gadgets 
that clank and sputter once in 
awhile. Against the opposite wall 
are a little table and a chair, for 
this also is the office of City 
Electrician R. L. Cowles. 
Inside those two iron boxes is 
where the traffic control brains 
do their work, a few feet away 
is the other similar box, but it 
controls eight lights on the dia­ 
mond circuit. 
East Liverpool’s other 12 traf­ 
fic lights, mostly in the East End 
and other outlying areas, are con­ 
trolled individually by equipment 
that operates on a similar prin­ 
ciple. 
Mr. Cowles is installing a new 
relay because the 
present one 
jammed on the red signal Satur­ 
day night, throwing the lights out 
of whack until he could make re­ 
pairs. On ail eight traffic lights, 
the red remained on with the 
green and .amber flashing at their 
appointed times, just as though 
nothing was amiss. 
Among Mr. Cowles tasks as city 
electrician is the job of replacing 
burned-out bulbs in the traffic 
lights. The worst offender ie the 
signal 
at 
Broadway 
and 
Blast 
Third st., which has lost IS since 
early August 
The lights at Pennsylvania and 
Oakland aves, 
and 
Eighth and 
Lisbon ,sts. rank second with ll 
each to their credit. Mr. Cowles 
keeps a record book showing the 
number of trouble calls to each 
light, and noting- whether it was 
the red, amber or green on the 
■orth. south, east or west side 
that burned out. 
He makes a regular Saturday 
inspection of the lights, checking 
up for defects. Signals and their 
obstinate ways are an old story 
to Mr. Cowles.

They 
are dissatisfied with the dictator 
because he has turned control of 
finances over to the conservative#. 
Nazi# Easily Could Tak# Over 
The Germans woald appear to 
have kept aloof as far as possible. 
The Idea that they Inspired the 
trouble to facilitate the tailing over 
of Rumania doesn’t hold water. 
The Nazis could assume control of 
Rumania without building a bon­ 
fire on their own doorstep. 
However, It Is my personal view 
that the Nazis occupation Is for the 
purpose of establishing a stra­ 
tegic base for either offensive or 
defensive m ilitary operations, or 
both. That, and to make sure that 
Rumania remains within the Nazi 
fold.

They ate 
everything she (the farmer’s wife) 
had canned and burned up all the 
fuel. The ones that 'sat it out’ in 
their cars froze to death. 
“ We have a lot of corn left to 
pick on the stalks In the field.

froze to death on our farm alone.

Story Of A Potter And ‘Girl He Left Behind’ U. S. CAUTIONED 


TO ‘AVOID WAR'

( 
One of the least known potteries 
in East Liverpool was the firm of 
West, Hardwick St Co. 
The fac­ 
tory was located in what bad been 
the lower plant of the William 
Brunt pottery on W alnut st. 
From its beginning in 1866. the 
firm seemed doomed to failure. 
Despite disappointments and finan­ 
cial reverses, however, there is 
wovgn through ifs history a bright 
thread of romance—the love story 
of John Thompson and the girl 
who stayed in England. 
In 1862 William Brunt, who had 
acquired 
both 
upper and Ihwer 
plants of the abandoned Wood­ 
ward, Blakeley Pottery Co., en­ 
listed in the Union army. 
Before 
he left town he entrusted the man­ 
agement of the lower plant to 
John Thompson, his bead packer. 
"John", he told the middle-aged 
Englishman, "you'll 
be in 
com­ 
plete charge, answering to no one 
but yourself and to me when I 
return.” 
Sweetheart Wouldn’t Leave 
"Aye. I’ll make gud, Mr. Brunt,** 
promised the potter. 
"Perhaps,” grinned Brunt, "you'll 
be able to send to the ould country 
for Annie.” 
The other man’s face grew seri­ 
ous and he sighed deeply as he 
replied. ""Tis 
na likely, 
Annie 
isna m arrytn' me.” 
"W hat!” 
the 
boss 
potter 
ex­ 
claimed in surprise. "Do you mean 
to tell me that after the years 


you have spent earning enough 
money to bring Annie to America, 
she isn’t coming?" 
"You’re right, sir. Annie dussna 
wish to leave England.” 
"Don’t 
worry.’’ 
Brunt laid 
a 
sympathetic hand on the potter's 
thin shoulder. 
"You’ll find an­ 
other Annie here in America.” 
"Na likely,” repeated Thompson. 
“I wunna be lookin’ for one. I'm 
gettin’ too cud” 
Found Pottery Idle 
Brunt left for war, confident his 
pottery was in capable hands. But 
two years later when he returned 
home on a furlough he was dis­ 
mayed to find the factory idle 
and the English potter gone. Some 
persons condemned Thompson as 
a wastrel, others hinted he was 
evading the draft, but Brunt be­ 
lieved he knew the secret. 
John 
Thompson had lost bis incentiva 
to work when Annie refused to 
come to America. 
In 1866 the Englishman returned 
to E ast Liverpool. He volunteered 
no information why he left so ab­ 
ruptly or where he had been dur­ 
ing the four years of his absence. 
The few people who had the cour­ 
age to question him met a stone­ 
wall of silence and after a time 
the excitement of his reappearance 
faded. 
A few months later, to­ 
gether with John Hardwick, George 
W est and others, he became one 
of the organisers of West. H ard­ 
wick Sc Co. 
They occupied the 
factory he had deserted. 


John Thompson was something 
of an enigma and the only man 
in town In whom he confided was 
William Brunt. 
One night a year 
after his return he told his friend 
that while away from East Liver­ 
pool he had amassed a comfortable 
fortune. 
Left Estate To Sweetheart 
W est, 
Hardwick St Co. flour­ 
ished for several years and John 
Thompson was able to add to his 
aavings. 
He 
died 
in 
1870 
and 
when Col. William H. Vodrey read 
his will it was discovered he had 
left hts entire estate to his former 
sgreetheart, Annie—the girl who 
refused to leave England. 
Col. Vodrcy was executor of the 
will. 
He made a diligent aearch 
tor the legatee, but Annie appar­ 
ently had disappeared. 
The hunt 
went on spasmodically for years. 
This or that clue of the woman’s 
whereabouts 
was 
traced 
down. 
only to discover the wrong person. 
For more than 
20 years the 
money remained In the attorney’s 
charge waiting for a claim ant 
A 
few months before bis death, In 
1898, Col. Vodrey located the one­ 
time sw eetheart of John Thomp­ 
son. 
She was an aged woman 
living in a forgotten nook of Eng­ 
land and destitute. 
Though she 
had refused to come to the New 
World. Annie was able to live out 
the last years of life in comfort 
beoause of the thoughtfulness of 
the man who had loved her.

theorised the gunman stood beside 
an iron fence along the side of 
the house. The bullet drilled a 
hole in the window glass, pierced 
a curtain and pushed Rendinell’s 
shirt into his back. 
Mrs. Rendlnell said he told her 
a lamp bulb had exploded and 
struck him in the back. She found 
the wound.

Hutchins Says Our Entrance 


Would Harm Democracy 


B r TIM AMMciated Prw *. 
CHICAGO. Jan. 24 — President 
Robert M. Hutchins of the Untver 
slty of Chicago declared last night 
that the cause of democracy best 
would be served lf th* United 
States stayed out of war. 
The nation, he said, has Just be­ 
gun to grasp th* meaning of jus 
lice, democracy, the moral order 
and 
the 
supremacy 
of 
human 
rights. To go to war, he averred, 
would be to cancel w hatever pro­ 
gress 
has 
been 
made 
toward 
achievement of democratic Ideals. 
The 
42-year-old 
educator 
and 
World war veteran asserted In an 
unsponsored address over the Nat­ 
ional Broadcasting Co. Red net 
work that the American people, 
"deadened by m artial music, fine 
language 
and 
large 
ap p ro p re 
tlons,” are drifting Into war. 
"W e have made aome notabl* 
advances In the long march to­ 
ward justice, freedom and demo­ 
cracy,” he said. "lf w# go to war 
we cast away our opportunity and 
cancel our gains. For a generation, 
perhaps for a hundred years, wa 
should not be able to struggle back 
to where we were.” 
The nation m ust secure for Itself 
a realisation of democratic Ideate, 
he contended, before it can serve 
as a missionary abroad. 
Dr. Hutchins said th at President 
Roosevelt’s speeches and recom­ 
mendations "are committing us to 
obligations abroad which we can­ 
not perform” and that the efforts 
to

the acheivement of the alm s for

home.”
